But why should it be sp unusual for an 
intelligent man to make a statement of simple 
common sense?

The answer is that Mr.. Hammamskjold's 
job is a difficult and delicate one‘and he must 
use extreme caution in his statements ani 
actions, He’s an international civil servant, 
the servant of the governmehts of the United 
Nations. The ‘secretaries-general of fie 
League of Nations kept very much behind the 
scenes. However, the first secreary-general 
of the Mr Trygve Lie of Norwy, was fre- 
quently outspoken-—and he finally resigned 
because of the hostility he reused in Moscow. 

Certainly Mr. Lie’s experience showed that 
the secretary:general must, exercise the great- 
est caution. He is a go-between and his use- 
fulness ceases if he loses the confidence of 
the nations. Mr. Hammarskjold showed that 
he’s well aware of his situation and in. five 
years he has made few, ‘if any—controversial 
statements, He has proven time and again 
his intensé desire to be fair. In his personal 
statements he has emphasized the need for 
patience, he has said that human affairs must 

be judged in terms of centuries rather than 
years, and he has said he is confident that 
progress is being made. 

Mr. Hammarskjold built up enormous prés- 
tige but there have been criticisms. Some 
people have said that he has a duty to offer 
leadership, and in the Arctic inspection dehate 


exercise it. It Was almost as if he n 
building up his credit to stake it at a vital 
moment. 

More ‘leadership can be looked for in 
future. Those close io the secretary-general 
say he has been reorganizing the. United Na- 
tions*-secretariat to free himself from admin- 
istrative detail, to permit more time for diplo- _ 
matic activity.
